esidents of Bolingbrook and Romeoville 

came together in small groups to focus 

on the library last fall. The Executive 

Service Corps (ESC) was retained to 
facilitate a focus group project for the Library 
District. The ESC is a well established organiza- 
tion of retired corporate executives and profes- 
sionals who serve in a consulting capacity working 
with government agencies and nonprofit 
corporations. The ESC team consisted of John 
Kroening, Project Manager and consultants Tom 
Grueling, Don Nylin, and Tom Read. The ESC 
team’s purpose was to gather information to help 
the District with short and long range decisions 
relating to programming, services, materials, and 
communication with the public. 

ESC team members met with parents, young 
adults, and seniors representing both communi- 
ties to discuss these issues. At the end of the 
discussion group participants completed a three 
page written exercise addressing demographics, 
computer usage, rating of services and facilities, 
suggestions for the development of new programs 
and the purchase of materials. Participants were 
given the opportunity to offer compliments and 
criticisms. “The volunteers who participated in 
the groups were enthusiastic and involved. They 
contributed and were attentive. They provided a 
great deal of information...,” said John Kroenig in 
describing the focus group participants. 

The feedback received from the focus group 
participants was very positive. The library has a 
strong foundation upon which to expand current 
programs or implement new services and will 
incorporate many of the ideas received. You will 
soon see many of these results. However, some 
suggestions must be phased-in, due to a lack of 
space within our present buildings, now almost

expansion are envisioned within the next five 
years to meet the growing population of the 
District and to provide additional space for future 
library services. 

We plan to continue holding focus groups, 
interviewing other segments of the community 
early in the year. Our plan is to speak next with 
teachers and school administrators, business 
leaders, and elected and appointed government 
officials. These focus groups will be followed by 
the distribution of a community survey. The 
information gained from all of these communica- 
tion efforts will influence the development of the 
Library District’s long range plan.

A WORD FROM FOUNTAINDALE’S HEAD LIBRARIANS 


here is nothing more heartwarming than 
a young child with a brand-new doll. 
Fountaindale Public Library brought 
smiles to the face of young Marta 
Matamoros, a seven year old from Bolingbrook, 
when she was presented with the American Girl 
Doll Josefina by Library Director Lydia Acosta. 

The Matamoros family visited the Hispanic

When the family visited the library to receive 
the prize, Ms. Acosta was able to speak with Marta 
and her family in Spanish and to tell them about 
the library and the services.

Josefina is 
the newest addition to the series, telling stories 
about a young Hispanic girl in the west. 


s I complete my 20" year at 

Fountaindale, I look back over the 

changes that have occurred here. 

The library district was founded 

January 20, 1970 with 2,500 books. The first 
library was in Parkview, now Robert C. Hill, 
School. Five years later, the buildings in 
Romeoville and Bolingbrook opened. I arrived on 
March 3, 1980 as the fourth head librarian and 
the second children’s librarian in Romeoville. 
One of my first assignments was to hire a new 
children’s assistant. Three weeks after my arrival, 
Carol Breska (now Ellman) was added to the staff. 
She is currently the head of the children’s 
department. 

Jerrie Lea Hopf was President of the library 
board. Alex W. Todd was both director of the 
library and head librarian of Bolingbrook. 
Romeoville had a full time staff of three 
librarians and six clerks, and a part time staff of 
about six clerks and pages. In the evening or on 
weekends, there were four people on duty. All of

Then and Now

my duties as head librarian were handled from 
the children’s department desk. After 5:00 and on 
weekends, I moved from the Children’s Depart- 
ment to Information Services, changing name tags 
on the way. If I wore the Head Librarian name tag 
in the Children’s Department, a parent would say 
“Please get someone who knows the children’s 
books.” If I was wearing the Children’s Depart- 
ment tag in Information Services, someone would 
ask me to call a librarian who knew how to work 
in the adult collection. 

In 1980, the Romeoville building had a 
collection of over 43,000 items consisting of 
books, magazines, newspapers, records, and tapes 
accessed through two card catalogs. There were 
97,600 items in the district. Typewriters were 
available for public use. 

With the growth of the library, the 
combined jobs of Director/Head Librarian and 
Head Librarian/Department Head were split into 
two positions and more staff were hired in every 
department. The card catalog was replaced by a

residents are using the drive-up to re- 
turn books to vied; (Paes The drive-up 
is open 24 hours a day to return books, 
so even if the library is closed a resi- 


dent may conveniently drop off materi- 
als in the book return. 

The drive-up is also available to pick 
up library materials. By calling ahead, 


the library staff can have the materials 
that you need ready for you to pick-up 
at the drive-up. A call ahead of time is 
necessary in order to be able to pro- 
vide this service. By ringing the buzzer 
at the drive-up, the statt is alerted that 
assistance is needed at the drive-up and 
will respond promptly. 

Just so you know, the staff covering 
the drive-up service are also working 
the service desk within the library. We 
don’t want to keep you waiting, but there 
may be a slight delay as the staff finish 
serving the customer in the library. 


catalog on microfiche, then by a computer 
catalog. This summer the catalog was replaced by 
a windows based system, easily available through 
the Internet. 

Today the board president is Ruth Newell- 
Minor and the director is Lydia Acosta. In 
Romeoville, we have a full time staff of 14, 
including 5 librarians, plus 14 part time staff 
members. In the evenings and on weekends, 
there is a staff of seven to serve your needs. Half 
of the Romeoville staff have worked at 
Fountaindale for five or more years. Of these, 
three have been here between 10 and 15 years 
and three have records of 15 or more years. 
Several people began working part time, often 
while still in high school, and have been 
promoted into more responsible jobs. 

Romeoville now has a collection of 94,700 
items, including books, magazines, newspapers, 
tapes, videos, and CDs, accessed through a 
network of computer catalogs. The total collection

of the district is 249,000. Computers with word 
processing and spreadsheet programs and 
internet access are available for public use. A 
teletype phone and an Optelec viewer for small 
print are available for patrons who cannot use 
standard services.

he Fountaindale Public Library District 

is part of a network of Illinois libraries 

that shares its library materials with 

other libraries by way of interlibrary loan 
services. The rising costs of library materials and 
the increase in library users’ information and 
reading needs make interlibrary loan service an 
important and necessary part of information 
service. Though Fountaindale continues to 
develop outstanding collections, this type of 
resource sharing makes it possible for not only 
Fountaindale, but also libraries of all types and 
sizes to enhance and supplement their collec- 
tions. 

In the many years that the District has 
provided interlibrary loan service, librarians have 
seen major changes that have affected interli- 
brary loan service. The utilization of the 
computer for searching and requesting materials 
has had a tremendous impact on interlibrary 
loan service. Through the use of the computer, 
the District's interlibrary loan staff can search 
online for materials across the state and the 
nation. The Fountaindale Library has access to 
Illinet, a network of Illinois libraries including 
the multitype library systems in Illinois. 
Fountaindale is a member of Heritage Trail 
Library System and has access to the online 
catalogs of the other members. On the global 
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level, Fountaindale librarians can search 
FirstSearch, an electronic information service 
database that includes WorldCat, the world’s 
largest database of information about books. 
Recently, Illinois state instituted VIC (Virtual 
Illinois Catalog), a network of the 12 multitype 
library systems in Illinois. Now the Fountaindale 
librarians can access the holdings of most online 
libraries in Illinois. Of course we cannot forget 
the Internet. The Internet is another enhance- 
ment for doing interlibrary loans. It enables staff 
to connect to library websites throughout the 
world. The Internet is a useful tool for verifying

Likewise, parents must have been members of 
Friends prior to the beginning of their student’s 
senior year. All students also must meet the 
academic requirement of a “B” average in 
school. Along with the application, the prospec- 
tive scholarship recipients must also write a one- 
page essay on what has influenced their choice of 
college/career plans. Applications are available in 
early March and must be returned by mid-April. 

The 1999 winners were Robert Sedlacek of 
Romeoville and Brian Gatz of Bolingbrook. 
Robert is attending the University of Illinois at 
Chicago and pursuing a pre-med degree. Brian 
is attending Illinois State University and is 
studying Philosophy.
